With that he pulled his revolver 
and pointed it at the dentist, but he 
darted up a nearby stairway and 
caught the bullet in his coat. 

The mayor then fired point-blank 
at the editor, twice in quick succes- 
sion, The editor collapsed to the 
ground, and while he lay there bleed- 
ing, witnesses said, the mayor fired a 
third shot.

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MYSTERY SURROUNDS 
DUCHESS’ ILLNESS 


Lady Leinster Is Found in 
Squalid Quarters Choked 
by Gas. 


LONDON, April 1—(P)—Her 
srace the duchess of Leinster, one of 
the brightest stars in the Piccadilly 
theatrical firmament before the war, 
tonight lay critically ill in Lambeth 
hospital after having been found half 
conscious early this morning in a gas 
‘filled room’ of her small flat in the 
drab district of Brixton. 

All visitors, including her aged 
mother, were refused admittance to the 
‘bservation ward where she was con- 
‘ined. 

The duchess was discovered, under 
circumstances that still are obscure, 
in the unpretentious og ogee she oc- 
cupied, half suffocated by gas’ fumes. 

Her. landlady asserted she had been 
\roused by a violent knocking and 
‘ound an ambulance waiting in the 
street in front of the house. 

“T was told that it had come to take 
the duchess of Leinster to a hospital. 
| understand she was found in a 
semi-consecious condition and _ that 
(here was gas in the room.” 

The duchess, before her romantic 


| 


marriage in 1913 to the duke of Lein- | 


ster, was famous among London play- 
soers as May Etheridge of musical 
comedy fame. But to her neighbors 
in shabby Brixton recently, she was 
nown simply as “Mrs. Williams.” 

When the duke still was Lord Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, May Etheridge was 
appearing in “The Princess’s Ca- 
price,” and dashing Lord Edward car- 
ried her off to the register’s office in 
a whirlwind courtship. Quitting the 
lights of Piccadilly, they spent their 
their honeymoon in a shack beside 
Lake Ontario. 

In 1922 Lord Edward sueceeded to 
the title of “Duke of Leinster” be- 
coming the premier Duke Marquess, 
and earl in the Irish peerage. During 
the World War he served with dis- 
tinction and was five times wounded. 

In September, 1923, the duchess was 
living in a small flat in Bournemouth, 
a channel seaside resort not far from 
Southampton. She said then that she 
was living on an allowance of 9 12s 4d 
per week (about $47) and was looking 
for work.

As he left the ship on a private 
yacht, the admiral led in cheers for 
the safe return of the departing mem- 
hers of his party. The salute by 
the men aboard the ship indicated: the 
high esteem in which Byrd is held. 

Dunedin's send-off to the ship evi- 
denced the close friendships made by 
the men during their stay.

expedition ships.

The Couzens’ resolution preamble 
cites the recently approved Northern 
Pacific-Great Northern merger as one 
“which will substantially lessen and 
restrain competition to the northwest 
from the Twin Cities to the Pacific 
coast,” and, it is charged, will seri- 
ously injure the srowth and prosperity 
of many communities. The resolu- 
tion said the supreme court in the fa- 
mous northern securities case held 
such a merger illegal. Dissenting 
members of the commission also con- 
tend the merger is illegal. 

The resolution said the commis- 
sion’s general merger plan, recently 
announced, does not provide for main- 
tenance of competition, as required by 
law, and also that “there exists a 
strong sentiment that such consoli- 
dations will not be in the publie in- 
terest.” 


It would require no merger authori- 
zations until legislation is enacted to 
cover holding company operations, give 
added protection of publié interest, 
prevent damage to communities, check 
losses to rail employes, and insure 
better services.

Suicide 
Library. 


The city of Augsburg, famous in 
history as the place where Martin 
Luther drew up the confession of 
faith which ushered in the greatest 
moral revolution that Europe has 
known up to that time, makes a. new 
claim upon fame, although a far’more 
modest and significant one. Augsburg 
has become the possessor of a library 
truly unique in its kind. The library 
is composed of 700 works upon the 
subject of suicide. A journalist, Herr 
Hans Rost collected the books, which 
he left at death to the city council, 
which, in turn, has accepted the pe- 
culiar gift “with great satisfaction 
and due gratitude.” The oldest essay 
on suicide in the eollection is from 
the pen of Bishop Sailer, and dates 
from 1785. Three hundred of the 
volumes have been banned by the 
censors of various countries. The “ex- 
libris” of the collection shows Death 
waiting between the pillass of the 
famous suicide bridge at Grosshesse- 
lohe. In the collection is a manu- 
script by D'Annunzio on the eerie 
subject and some poems by Serge Es- 
senin, the late Isadore Duncan's tu- 
multuous husband. Harry Crossby’s 
ades to suicide were the latest to be 
added. Both the latter ended their 
lives, as will be recalled. The city 
of Augsburg plans to keep the col- 
lection going by adding an archive for 
research in Suicide.

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Code Presents 
‘Good Manners’ 


For New Movies 


NEW YORK, April 1.—(?)—The 
movie industry today had a vew code 
of éthics. : 

»The code, which has been adopted 
‘by the Motion Picture Producers and 
Distributors of America, Inc., Was an- 
nounced by Will H. Hays, president 
of the organization, and provides: 

The use of liquor in American life 
shall be restricted to the actual re- 
quirements of characterization or plot. 

Acts of murder or brutality shall 
be presented only in such a way as 
will not inspire imitation. 

Methods of crime shall not be pre- 
sented in explicit detail. 

Schenes of passion shall not be 
introduced when not essential fo the 
plot. The sanctity of the institution 
of marriage and the home shall be up- 


held. 

Pointed profanity, obscenity in 
word, gesture, reference, song, joke 
or by suggestion and indecent or un- 
due exposure are forbidden. 

Revenge in modern times shall not 
ebe justified as a motive. Under this 
rule “Hamlet” and “Othello” which 
have revenge for their plot motive, 
could he shown for they are not laid 
in modern times. 

Another rule declares that “no film 
or episode may throw ridicule om any 
religious faith and ministers of reli- 
gion in their characters as ministers 
of religion should not be used as 
comic characters or ‘as villains.” 

Mr. Hays said: “The adoption of 
the code marks the latest and great- 
est step taken in the motion picture 
industry in the direction of self gov- 
ernment to the end that the theatri- 
cal screen shall conform not only to 
the highest standards of this art, 
but to the wholesome instincts of 
life.” 

He made public telegrams from 
Thomas A. Edison. Dr. Glenn Frank, 
president of the University of Wis- 
consin, Governor Dan Moody, of Tex- 
as, and others congratulating the film 
industry on the adoption of the code.

BANDIT HORDES RANE 
UNCHECKED IN CHIN 


SHANGHAI, April 1—@P)—Fur- 
ther dispatches today confirmed scat- 
tered reports that bandit armies were 
conducting a virtual reign of terror in 
several provinces of China south of 
the Tangtse river. 

From Hankow came information 
that the bandits who last Thursday 
raided and looted the city of Yuan- 
chow, western Kiangsi province, be- 
sides capturing three missionaries, had 
boiled the district magistrate in oil, 
killed a Chinese Christian pastor and 
forced the residents to pay $60,000 
Mex “good will money” before they 
departed. 

Grave fears were expressed for the 
safety of the kidnaped trio, which in- 
cluded Miss Nina Eleanor Gemmel, 35, 
formerly of Girard, Kan., and Tacoma, 
Wash.; the other captured mission- 
aries were the Rev. and Mrs. R. W. 
Porteus, of England. 


An expected general evacuation of 
foreigners from Kiangsi province, long 
ravaged by attacks of the lawless 
bands, was reported from Nanchang, 
capital of the province, because of in- 
creasing danger from the bandits who 
were moving northward. Hight thou- 
sand organized brigands under’ the 
leadership of Chu-Teh, bandit leader 
educated in Europe, were said to be 
menacing Nanchang. Chu-Teh was 
believed to have 30, well armed 
henchmen under his control, through- 
out Kiangsi province. 

Bandits were reported in dispatches 
as having captured Quinsan, south of 
Soochow, 50 miles from Shanghai, kill- 
ing many who opposed them and car- 
crying away 57 wealthy Chinese resi- 
dents after announcing they would be 
killed unless ransom money was paid. 


Other dispatches told of police and 
soldiers firing on boats carrying 500 
bandits and littering the craft with 
dead and wounded. The boats and 
many bandits were captured, although 
others escaped ashore. 


Hankow dispatches said that 1,000 
bandits had raided and looted Tun- 
chen in southern MHupeh province. 
They killed 50 Chinese officials and 
residents before departing with loot. 
A “Chinese press dispatch from Amoy 
said that reds were looting indiscrimi- 
nately south of Fukien province and 
that officials were helpless.

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COUNT IS WATCHED 
AFTER GEM ROBBERY 


CHICAGO, April 1.—(4)}—Police 
today looked askance at the family 
connections of “Count” Enrique De- 
chow von Buelow as they investigated 
the seizure of $50,000 in jewels from 
Mrs. Lottie Brenner von Buelow’s 
palatial Sheridan road residence last 
night. 

Deputy Commissioner John Stege 
announced he was keeping the 
“count” under surveillance with a 
view to questioning him about the 
robbery. At the same time the com- 
missioner said he had learned defi- 
nitely that von Buelow was not a 
count and not a world war German 


aviation ace, but an untitled chauf- 
feur. Mrs. von Buelow, 57, is suing 
her husband, 20 years her junior, for 
divorce, charging infidelity. 

Three robbers, posing as census tak- 
ers, trussed up Mrs. von Buelow, her 
sister and brother-in-law and two ser- 
vamts after herding them upstairs. 
One robber remained downstairs. A 
few minutes later, Stege said, von 
Buelow let himself into the house. He 
was seized by the third robber and 
taken to a, room other than the one 
in which Mrs, von Buelow, the visi- 
tors and servants were held prisoner. 

Another factor which interested the 
police official was that one of the rob- 
bers knew just where the jewels were 
kept, though the hiding place was sup- 
posed to be known only to the most 
intimate members of the household. 

Mrs. von Buelow refused to give the 
name of the insurance company with 
which her jewels were believed in- 
sured and a check of 75 agents by 
police brought the information that 
none of them was concerned. They 
learned, however, that one insurance 
company which paid her $420 for the 
loss of a ring after she returned from 
Europe in April, 1929, cancelled a 
policy on other jewels. 

Mrs. Von Buelow is the widow of 
former Alderman Nathan T. Brenner. 
Estranged before his death, he made 
a settlement of $750,000 for her. He 
died two years ago. 

A year ago Mrs. Von Buelow met 
Yon Buelow, whom she supposed to 
be a German count, in Central Amer- 
ica.

Warned of defeat for his attacks on 
the dry law, Senator Tydings, demo- 
crat, aryland, was applauded en- 
thusiastically from the galleries in the 
senate today as he shouted he would 
continue to fight a “cause which is 
simply dragging the United States and 
all its traditions and philosophy down 
into the mire of crime and corruption 
and hypoctisy,” 

The Maryland wet was replying to 
Senator Brookhart, republican, Iowa, 
a dry who had warned Tydings that 
his former colleague, Senator Bruce, 
democrat, Maryland, had been retired 
to private life at the last election aft- 
er making: wet speeches. 

“If I can pay that price to render 
some slight service to my. country,” 
Tydings declared, “‘at least I will not 
be running with the crowd just to 
get re-elected.” 

The Maryland wet and the Iowa 
dry had been exchanging pointed re 
marks for more than an hour in the 
first prohibition debate in the senate 
in weeks—after Tydings undertook 
with display of a series of,charts bear- 
ing tables of statistics to drive what 
he termed “the bunk” out of prohi- 
bition. 

Heekling Ends. 

The demonstration from the gal- 
leries startled the meager membership 
on the floor, ended the heckling by 
Brookhart and brought a warning from 
the presiding officer that any other 
such outbreak would result in the 
clearing of the galleries. 

Challenging the Tydings figures on 
the effect of the prohibition law, Sen- 
ator Brookhart contended that sta- 
tistics showing increases in drunken- 
ness were faulty because they includ- 
ed figures for cities which were dry 
before national prohibition went into 
effect. He said the many tables of 
data merely indicated a “failure to 
enforce the dry law.” ; 

Setting up an easel to hold his 
various charts in the front of the 
chamber, Senator Tydings was sur- 
rounded by a cluster of drys as he 
spoke. Two of them were on their 
feet often at the same time to ques- 
tion him. | 

The galleries were filled. Ambassa- 
dor and Mrs. Wilhelm Von Prittwitz, 
of Germany, were in the diplomatic 
gallery during much of the debate. 

The Tydings tables cited the figures 
on arrests for drunkenness, deaths 
from alcoholism, grape production and 
the estimated amounts of consumption 
of beverage spirits. , 

Loss Claimed. 

He contended the government was 
losing $343,000,000 annually in taxes 
on account of prohibition and he add- 
ed to this the $15,000,000 spent an- 
nyally in enforcement of the dry law. 
As he concluded with a chart, the 
Marylander had it hung from the wall 
of the senate chamber and he turned 
then with poimter in hand to the next 
chart. } —— 

He cited a number of statistics 
which he contended showed that the 
prohibition law had proved a failure 
and placed the figures in the Con- 
gressional Record. 

These were given as showing the 
number of arrests for drunkenness In 
385 cities, excluding Chicago, from 
1914 to 1927. In 1914 the number 
was placed at 465,753 which decreased 
to 201,339 in 1920, the year the pro- 
hibition law went into effect, and 
jumped to 466,806 in 1927. 

Another table gave the number of 
deaths from alcoholism in registra- 
tion areas of the United States as 
2.611, in 1910, 660 in 1920, and 
3,185 in 1928. 

The number of arrests for prohi- 
bition violations for the fiscal year 
1920 to 1928, inclusive, was placed in 
another table at 483,474 with 291,859 
convictions, 

In 1920, the table said. the num- 
ber was 10.548 with 4,315 convic- 
tions while in 1928, 75,307 were ar- 
rested and 58,213 convicted. 

Prisons Jammed. 

The total population of federal pris- 
ons and reformatories increased from 
2.075 for the fiscal year 1910 to 10,- 
O68 in 1929, another table said. 

Tydings also presented figure’ 
which he said showed that a minimum 
of $1,365,000,000 had been spent in 
1927 for beer. wine and spirits. He 
said the maximum estimate for this 
period was $3,945,000,000. The mini- 
mum estimate included $315,000,000 
for beer, $150,000,000 for wine and 
$900,000,000 for spirits.

Alabama Mentor To 
Coach Duke; Resigna- 
tion Effective Sept., ’31 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala., April 1.— 
Wallace Wade, for seven years hea 
coach at the University of Alabama, 
| today announced that he had signed a 

five-year contract to coach Duke Uni- 
versity at Durham, N. C., beginning 
in September, 1931. ; 

Wade, who coached championship 
football teams. at the university in 
1924, 1925 and 1926, gave no reason 
for leaving Alabama, but it was known 
that some of the alumni had been dis- 
|satisfied with the showing 
| Crimson Tide in the past two years. 

Wade will remain through this, year 
at Alabama. He said today that he 
had not panned_to take any of his 
assistants with him to Duke. 

DENNY REGRETS ACTION. 

Commenting on Wade's acceptance 
of the Duke position, Dr. George H. 
Denny said, “Duke University is for- 
tunate to obtain a coach of Wade's 
ability. It is with deep regret that 
I learn that Wade is going to leave 
us after 1930. He has made Alabama 
not only a great coach, but ig a great 
leader of young men.” 

Dr. Denny said no attempt would be 
made at present to obtain a successor 
for Wade and said that he had no 
one in mind for the place. 

During Wade’s seven years as head 
Coach at Alabama his elevens have 
won 51 games, tied two and lest 12. 

Wade began his coaching career 
after three years on the varsity as 
tackle at Brown University. He went 
first to Fitzgerald-Clark academy near 
Nashville, Tenn., and after two years 
signed as assistant to Dan McGugin at 
Vanderbilt. Two years later he came 
to Alabama in 1923. 

His first football team lost only two 
games, one to Syracuse and the other 
to Florida. The following year the 
Tide won the Southern conference 
championship and lost only one game, 
to Centre outside the circle. 

The Tide repeated in 1925 and 1926 
in the Southern conference, and both 
years Alabama was invited to Pasa- 
dena, Cal., for ‘the Rose Bowl game. 
The 1925 invasion of the Pacific coast 
marked the first time a southern team 
had been invited to the Rose Bowl 
game. 

Alabama nosed out Washington, 20 

to 19, in 1925 and tied Stanford, 7-7, 
in 1928.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 1.—It will be a matter of four weeks before 
Bobby Jones starts for the other side, but he is already geared up and 
ready to go at top speed. ' 

Bobby proved, beyond any argument, over the two well- 
trapped, testing Augusta courses that he will make this next 
invasion in better condition and more thoroughly equipped than 
he ever was before. He is taking this next trip more seriously 
than he has ever taken any other, his main objective being the 
British amateur championship, the one prize he has as yet to 
win. I have never seen him hitting his tee shots as far and true 
as he cid all throvgh the Augusta show. 

Both the Hill course and the Forest-Ricker course demand high grade 
hitting from the tee. They place a large premium on both power and 
accuracy if one is to reach the green in par. Many of the fairways were 
quite narrow with killing penalties on either side from woods and sand. 
| Yet Jones would slash a high, long tee shot that skirted the edge of pines 
‘and maples and oaks on the most direct line to the pin. ; 


It took complete confidence to run any risks on hole after 
hole. There was hardly a tee shot off line to any extent. All 
through the 72-hole grind and on the longer holes his tremendous 
wallops traveled a considerable distance beyond his normal drive. 


These two open tournaments at Savannah and Augusta have been 

just what the Georgian needed to key himself up for the British test. 
He will play more golf this April than he has played in early 
springs for some years and you can take it for granted now that 

he will overlook nothing that will make him ready with all the 

artillery he can carry. 

He is playing every club about as well as every club can be played. 
And this includes his mashie, an instrument that has been dipped in 
poison on more than one occasion in the last few years. 

One has to keep hitting the ball correctly in order to score and a 
few slight lapses will lead immediately into a set of soggy figures. Any 
number of the best pros were fighting to break 80, not to break 70. 


Must Have Upset Bob. | 

It seems that Bobby Jones must have taken somewhat to heart the 
one-stroke defeat handed him at the Savannah open championship a few 
weeks ago. Today the Atlanta barrister certainly turned on the heat at 
Augusta and over two great courses—the Augusta Country Club and the 
Forest-Ricker—he proceeded in a thoroughly business-like way to spread- 
eagle a fine field, winning by a margin of 13 strokes over Horton Smith, 
who worked very hard to get into second place and to capture first 
money with a count of 297. 

Bobby was in grand form all the way, except for some loose 
putting in the first round*and a slack finish of the fourth tour, 
after he had gone nearly a score of strokes ahead of his nearest 
competitor. 

He had a 10-stroke lead as he Started the final round and at once 
shot it up to more than a dozen by reeling off the first three holes 
3-3-3 against a par of 4-5-4, smacking a big iron shot within four 
feet of the pin at the 481-yard second hole and canning a 20-foot 
putt for a birdie 3 at the third hole. 

This of course settled the tournament, in the event it had not 
been settled before, and the race among Whiffy Cox, Joe Turnesa, 
Johnny Farrell and Tommy Kerrigan to catch or pass Horton 
Smith’s early score of 297 was all that remained of a contest 
that was mainly a surprisingly brilliant show by the national open 
champion. 

Cox, with a 74, fell short of Smith’s score by a couple of strokes 
and Turnesa needed a 69 to tie. He,made a great effort and did a par 
71. Kerrigan still had a great chance until the 13th hole of the final 
round, and there he skidded into a terrible 8, four strokes above par, 
which made precisely the difference between his eventual 300 and the 
296 that would have made him leading professional here. 


Smith, with no previous view of either course, managed to add 

rounds of 75 and 74, containing four holes in six, to his 148 

of Monday; a thoroughly great achivement, considering his entire 

lack of rehearsal in Augusta. 

The consensus among the professionals was not difficult to diagnose. 

“Too much Jones,” they said. “When Bobby is hot, all we 
can do is to shoot for the money.” 

As a matter of fact, Jones was hitting the ball better than in a great 
many years, and only carelessness in the face of a huge lead kept the 
margin from being even more Startling. 
| Different Foot Action. 
| It was surprising to note again how much closer Bobby held his feet 
| than any other star in the Augusta field. | saw him play a full number 
one iron where the space between his heels was not over six or seven 
inches. On the same type of shot Horton Smith’s feet were about 12 
or 13 inches apart and Smith’s stance was closer than many of the others. 

Jones finds that he is able to get much body freedom with 
his feet close together. ‘There is less tendency to sway or lurch 

and there is less tension in the body and shoulders. On a 140- 

yard pitch his heels are only two or three inches ‘apart. This 

closed foot action also leaves him with a straighter body where 
only a slight stoop is to be seen against a much deeper body bend 
that so many others have, even among the best. 

Smith is just a trifle faster on his back swing than Jones is.. The 
difference is quite noticeable. There is a beautiful smoothness to 
Smith’s way of taking a club back, but it lacks the slower beat of his 
Georgia_rival, who gives you the impression of having all day in which 
to complete his back swing. 

But neither gives the impression of hitting too soon, of being 

in any hurry to impart the final punch, and this happens to be one 

fault that every duffer carries with him and that so many stars 

stumble over “when their going reaches a vital spot. 

It would be impossible to find two smoother swings than Smith 


and Jones can show a gallery.

Legion Commander Declares 
‘ Veterans Need Better 
Facilities. 


| WEST PALM BEACH Fia., 
| April 1.—(4)—Seventy-one American 
ex-service men are added to the World 


War casualty list dr‘ly because of 
inadequate hospital facilities, O. L. 
Bodenhamer, national commander of 
the American Legion, told delegates 
assembled here today for the state con- 
vention of the Florida department of 
the legion in his address in support 
of disabled veterans’ aid measures now 
before congress. Disabled World War 
veterans who have committed no crime 
but are ill, are held in jails in parts 
of the. country because there are no 
facilities for them in hospitals, the, 
national commander also asserted. 

“Last fall at the national soaeie- 
tion held in Louisville,” he said “‘it 
was conservatively estimated by ex- 
perts that there was an urgent need 
at that time for 9,000 beds and that 
the increase in the cases of the men- 
tally sick alone, is 600 per month. In 
December congress passed a hospital 
construction bill which will provide, 
perhaps in two years from now, for 
about half of the number needed last 
fall, or 4,500 beds. This leaves 4,500 
unprovided for, not counting the in- 
crease of 600 per month in the classi- 
fication of the mentally ill alone. 

“The state institutions are badly 
vercrowded but if they were not,’ the 
iE higke of giving adequate hospital 
care to the men who fought for and 
protected and saved this government 
‘in the most crucial moment of its na- 
tional history, is a federal problem 
and not a state or county, or a city 
problem, and the federal government 
should provide that care. 

“Despite the hospital construction 
bill passed just before Christmas, 
which provided less than half of the 
beds needed, little relief can be ex- 
pected under a minimum of two years. 
Hospital construction does not begin 
with the passage of an appropriation 
bill. Weeks and months of delay 
pass before the sites for the hospi- 
tals are chosen. In most instances 
there is a scramble among the poli- 
ticians to get the hospital for their 
own districts. More months of delay 
ensue while the government attorneys | 
are proving the titles. Mare delay 
follows while architects are planning | 
the buildings, and finally when the 
construction is commenced, from two 
to three years have passed before the 
hospital is ready for occupancy. 

“In view of this nnfair neglect of 
the disabled and in view of the fact 
that it is peor economy for the gov- 
ernment to wait until an acute situa- 
tion confronts it, the legion favors a 
hospital policy which contemplates a 
government agency to anticipate the 
need in order that a man instead of 
having to wait two years after he 
needs hospitalization, can get just and 
fair care in time to give him a fight- 
ing chance for recovery. 

“Today there is pending in con- 
cress another measure for the relief 
of the disabled. It is an American 
Legion measure known by = several 
names as house bill No. 10381, the 
new veterans’ committee omnibus bill,

German cabinet 
headed by Chancellor Heinrich Bruen- 
ing will be permitted to govern 
the co-operation of the reichstag or 
whether that legislative body must 
be dissolved, leaving Bruening a vVir- 
tual dictator pending elections. 

Bruening read his declaration of 
policy to the reichstag today and re 
veatedly threatened to dissolve par- 
iament if obstructed. The social- 
ists, dropped from cabinet participa- 
tion, listened in grim silence, while 
the cotymunists frequently interrupt- 
ed with showté of “starvation cabinet” 
and “hunger” chancellor.” 

The nationalists, who must sup- 
port the government if it is to com- 
mand a majority, betrayed few signs 
of opposition and even propo a 
recess until Thursday to allow the cab- 
inet to lay its political lines. But 
the motion was defeated, and the com- 
munists immediately submitted a: mis- 
confidence motion. The socialists are 
expected to offer a similar motion for 
a vote tomorrow. 

A single ray of hope was seen for 
the government in the desire of agra- 
rian elements of the nationadist party 
to prevent dissolution of the reich- 
stag until farm relief can be adopted. 
The agrarians believe dissolution 
would mean a costly postponement of 
relief measures. 

Bruening dealt mainly in general- 
ities in his declaratiow of policy, This 
fact led observers to believe his eca)h- 
inet had not yet agreed on some of 
the proposals it will ask the réich- 
stag to adopt. 

The chancellor's statement that he 
would follow the financial policy ap- 
proved by the outgoing Mueller cabi- 
net, which included four socialists, 
was interpreted as an attempt to 
split the socialist opposition. 

Present foreign policy undoubtedly 
will be continued, although Bruening’s 
statement hinted that he wants a sin- 
cere understanding with Russia to 
replace the present Worsening rela- 
tions. 

Bruening announced his cabinet 
would devote major attention to do- 
mestic problems, including rapid ap- 
a of tax reform and farm re- 
ief.
